ordained by the Pinchot Republican 
Orsar,i7ation. and the Philadelphia 
Record editorially commented last 
week:

heavy object pressing against it from 
the Inside- Pushing harder, the door 
finally gave way and the servant stag- 
gered into the room, only to be halted 
by the sight of his employer lying 
upon the floor, fully dressed and with 
the light still burning brightly.

STRIKE 


Hi»W»y Department's Million*. 
State Highway Commissioner Paul 


D- Wright has informed members of 
the Road Committee of the House 
that the State Highway Department 
will require over fifty-six millions in 
next two years or at rate of over 
twenty-eight millions per year. 
Of 


this amount general repairs to all 
classes of roads will talce twenty mil- 
lions, replacements five millions, a 
half million for elimination of dan- 
gerous highway conditions, widening 
of curves, etc., a million and a half 
for maintenance of borough roads on 
highway system.and a like amount to 
make a beginning at elmination of 
grade crossings. 
The Highway De- 
partment is a htsge machine that will 
take millions and more milions to 
roak it go.

police that Mrs. Cunningham, with 
the aid of her lodgers, had killed Dr. 
Burdell. Among these were: 


Where had the dentist been during 


the time which elapsed between five 
o'clock when he left the house and mid- 
night, the boor at which the murder 
had been committed? A number of 
persons had seen him go out, but no 
one had seen him return. 


Why had the noise of the straggle 


not aroused a woman In the next 
house, separated only by a very thin 
wall? What were the papers which 
bad been burned In the fireplace of the 
murder-chamber? 
If Mrs. Cunning- 


ham, Eckel or Snodgrass bad been Im- j 
plicated In the crime, why did none 
of their clothes bear the slightest stain 
of blood." while the room where Dr. 
Burdell had been tilled was literally 
smeared with It? And, finally, what 
was The motive for murder—since the 
dentist's Jewelry and several hundred 
dollars In cash had not been touched? 


After the trial, which lasted only 


three days and resulted In the Im- 
mediate acqultal of Mrs. Cunningham, 
the landlady sprung another sensation 
when she declared that she had been 
married t« Dr. Bnrdell and that she 
was entitled to his estate. Her con- 
tention, however, was never fully es- 
tablished and she lost her suit for the 
property of the dead man, finally dy- 
ing in poverty In a tiny flat in Harlem, 
while Dr. Burden's brother went In- 
sane as a result of the strain of the 
trial and Eckell died In the Albany 
penitentiary, while serving a sentence 
In connection with the whisky frauds. 


Tears have elapsed since the Burdell 


murder, but today the case Is Just as ;i 
much of a mystery as it was upon that j 
morning early in January when the j 
body of the dentist was discovered by 
his valet.

It was held that at the 
close of one of these periods would 
some day come the destruction of 
Q* world. 


On the last night of the xihuitl 


molpia fires were extinguished on 
the hearths, and the inhabitants of 
Tenochtitlah (City of Mexico) moved 
out of the city and took up positions 
on the surrounding hills, waiting 
feverishly either for the destruction 
of the world or, in the event of sun- 
rise, the dawn of another xlhuitlmol- 
pla. Once the sun had arisen, how- 
ever, great were rhe rejoicings. Fires 
were rekindled and the crisis was 
ovar for another 52 year*.
